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TJ Hughes’ opening boosts shopping figures by a third

BOSSES at the Saddlers 
Shopping Centre are brim¬ 
ming with delight this week 
after new figures show that 
weekly trips have rocketed by 
almost a third after the open¬ 
ing of a new discount store. 

The centre had an average 130,000 
visitors each week before the new T J 
Hughes store opened its doors. 

But following the store opening on October 
8, shopping centre bosses claim footfall has dra¬ 
matically increased. 

Topland, which owns the site, said an extra 
40,000 extra people were now visiting the cen¬ 
tre. Steve Pope, asset director for the firm, said: 
“When we purchased the centre back in Feb¬ 
ruary 2013, our plan was to give the Saddlers 
Centre’s loyal customers a better shopping ex¬ 
perience, with greater choice and diversity. 

“We are pleased with the progress we have 
made at the scheme during the year, especially 
the new let to T J Hughes. 

“Everyone involved with the scheme has 
worked hard to deliver this plan and Topland’s 
intensive management style has paid off. 

“Footfall has increased by an average of 
40,000 per week up until the end of October 
from a very healthy average level of 130,000 
people per week.” 

Increase 

Since taking over the centre, the operators 
also launched a food hub, bringing in Burger 
King. Mr Pope said he hoped to further expand 
the food hall next year. 

The figures come just weeks after the Old 
Square Shopping Centre saw its visitors num¬ 
bers increase following the opening of Primark. 

It follows a critical report from the Local 
Data Company, which said around 28 per cent 
of shop units were empty in Walsall. 

The Saddlers has just one of the 46 units in¬ 
side the shopping centre currently empty. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, Walsall Council 
deputy leader, said: “What Topland have done 
to the Saddlers Centre is absolutely brilliant. 
They have really put an emphasis on it and 
made it one of the places to be in Walsall. 

“With the departure of Argos, things could 
have gone badly wrong but they have bounced 
back and getting T J Hughes in appears to be 
a master stroke. 

“The footfall figures are great news for the 
Saddlers Centre and for Walsall as a town and 
they are a testament to the good work put in by 
Topland. There are hardly any empty units on 
site, which is relatively unheard of these days.”

A WALSALL primary school has unveiled its 
new £30,000 playground after becoming one 
of the first to benefit from £18 million of Na¬ 
tional Lottery money. 

Walsall goalkeeper Neil Etheridge joined 
Sport England and other guests at Walsall 
Wood School for the opening of the new facil¬ 
ity. The school received £30,000 of National 
Lottery funding from Sport England’s Pri¬ 
mary Spaces fund to transform its playground 
into a useful space for PE and sport. 

The school’s sports co-ordinator Simon Bai¬ 
ley said: “Now the playground is marked and 


prepared for a multitude of sports and games 
ranging from hockey and netball to basketball 
and cricket. A special plastic flooring has also 
been put down to make it safer.” 

New facilities at the 210-pupil school now 
include a net and hoop, and new polymer sur¬ 
facing and court markings allowing teachers 
to increase PE curriculum time. The school 
hopes to engage and inspire more children 
to choose sport outside of school hours and 
‘find a love for being active’, said the school’s 
sports co-ordinator. 

Sport England director of community sport 


Mike Diaper added: “When launching this 
fund, we knew there were currently many 
primary schools that had little or no suita¬ 
ble outdoor space for PE or sport, making it 
difficult for teachers to deliver exciting and 
engaging lessons. 

“That is why this funding is so important 
because it gives young people the right places 
to play sport and be physically active which is 
crucial to their development. By giving chil¬ 
dren the space to take part in PE and play 
sport from an early age, we can help them 
establish a lifelong sporting habit.” 


CLOSURE 

Families are warned 
after Kiddisave sinks 

FAMILIES left out of pocket after the sud¬ 
den closure of a children’s shop in Walsall 
have been warned they may not get their 
money back. 

A meeting has been called between 
creditors after Kiddisave shut and went into 
liquidation. The site in Green Lane, Walsall, 
shut suddenly on Wednesday after trading 
since 1998. 

Families have been left trying to get back 
hundreds of pounds they spent on goods 
from the shop that they have not received. 

A statement issued by Kay Possart of 
Mayfield Insolvency Practicioners reads: 
“Mayfields have been instructed to assist 
the directors to call a meeting of creditors, 
the meeting is to be held on December 3. 

“We have a full list from Kiddisave Ltd of 
the names and addresses of all of the peo¬ 
ple who have paid money and not received 
their goods. 

“We don’t yet know the value of the com¬ 
pany’s assets and so we can’t say at this 
stage whether there will be money paid 
back to creditors. If there is, it will be a quite 
a good while before it is paid out and I don’t 
want to give your false hope in case there is 
no money to come back. 

“We have not yet been appointed liqui¬ 
dator, but if we are, we will let you know in 
writing as the liquidation progresses over 
the months as regards whether or not you 
will receive any money back.”

Cycling routes work 
to see roads closed 

MOTORISTS in Walsall and Cannock have 
been warned of months of temporary re¬ 
strictions and possible lane closures as 
work is carried out on three cycling routes. 

Flighways England started work to intro¬ 
duce a new route from Washbrook Lane in 
Cannock to Churchbridge in Great Wyrley 
this week. Once work there is completed, 
the scheme will move on to the A5/A452 
route in Brownhills. 

This section of work is expected to start 
in January. The scheme is expected to 
take until April 30 2016 to complete, with 
motorists told that work will be taking place 
from 9.30am to 3pm and 7pm to 7am Mon¬ 
day to Thursday, as well as 9.30am to 3pm 
and 7pm to 9am on Fridays, On weekends, 
work will be carried out from 6pm to 10am 
on Saturdays and 6pm to 7am on Sun¬ 
days.

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MP leads calls to clear up pub site 



The rubbish at the site 


CALLS have been made to clean up the 
site of a former Walsall pub which is 
now piled high with rubbish. 

Walsall North MP David Winnick is 
leading the campaign and has said it 
is ‘a disgrace’ that the waste has been 
allowed to build up where the former 
Leathern Bottle pub once stood. 

The pub, in Cresswell Crescent, 
Mossley, had been targeted by vandals 
since it closed several years ago. 

It was demolished earlier this year 
following calls from the community to 
tidy up the site. However, nothing has 


been done to move the rubble left there 
as a result of the demolition and fly-tip¬ 
pers have dumped waste there. 

Mr Winnick said: “The Leathern Bot¬ 
tle has been demolished now for some 
months. The site owners should cer¬ 
tainly be strongly urged to complete the 
job. I would say it is about time a deci¬ 
sion is made which would put pressure 
on those involved to either take proper 
care of the remnants of the building or 
have it demolished. 

“At the moment, this former public 
house is vandalised and used on occa¬ 


sions for anti-social purposes. It is a dis¬ 
grace that it has stayed in its present 
dilapidated state for so long.” 

The pub first opened in the 1970s. 
Police seized drugs and a dangerous dog 
from the pub in 2009. 

When the pub closed, it was ear¬ 
marked for demolition to make way 
for a new pub, retail and residential 
complex under proposals revealed more 
than two years ago by SEP Properties. 

Council chiefs said earlier this year 
they were opening discussions over its 
long-term use with the owners. 


Ex-Afghanistan soldier 
jailed for bullets stash 


A FORMER soldier from 
Walsall with nine years un¬ 
blemished service was jailed 
for six months after storing 
16 bullets at his girlfriend’s 
house. 

Former Lance Bombardier 
Johnathan Allmark, aged 25, 
claimed he had bought the 14 
NATO standard 5.56mm cali¬ 
bre bullets and two ‘especially 
lethal’ 0.22mm calibre rounds 
that expand on impact from an 
army surplus store to show to his 
stepson, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The father of one later told police 
he’d bought the ammunition at an 
army surplus store in Wolverhampton 
presuming it had been deactivated, 
the court heard. 

Allmark, of Fisher Road, Walsall, 
said he wanted the bullets to show his 
stepson what sort of ammunition he 
had used in Afghanistan while in the 
Army. 

Ammunition 

The court was told how police were 
first alerted after a neighbour called 
to say he had seen Allmark carrying a 
gun last August. 

Mr Robert Edwards, prosecuting, 
said officers forced entry into All¬ 
mark’s home he but could not locate 
him or any firearms. 

Allmark was arrested later that 
day after he voluntarily walked in to 
police at Bloxwich station and told 
officers he had ammunition stored at 
his partner’s home in Edison Road, 
Bloxwich. 

Mr Edwards said: “A search recov¬ 
ered 14 5.56mm bullets all bearing a 
NATO stamp and of the type that is 
standard issue assault rifle ammuni¬ 
tion for the British Army. The two 
0.22mm rounds were found in a rifle 
case and are especially lethal because 
they are a hollow bullet that expand 
on impact. The defendant told police 
he’d bought the bullets from a Wol¬ 
verhampton army surplus store.

manager confirmed he didn’t and 
wouldn’t stock such items.” 

Mr Lee Egan, defending, said his 
client had presumed the bullets wer¬ 
en’t live but agreed that he’d been 
“sloppy and careless.” 

“It’s clear the danger is that the 
ammunition could have fallen into 
wrong hands and used for nefarious 
purposes,” he said. The court heard 
how Allmark had served with the 
East Anglian Regiment in Afghani¬ 


stan at a ‘difficult period in our coun¬ 
try’s armed services’. He is currently 
unemployed having left the Army and 
worked for Birmingham City Council 
for a short while. 

Mr Egan said: “He has a child of 
his own and two step-children and 
bought the ammunition as a memento 
to show his stepson what sort of am¬ 
munition he’d used in the Army.” 

Jailing Allmark for six months 
Recorder Stephen Thomas said he’d 


given him credit for an early guilty 
plea to two charges of possessing ex¬ 
pandable ammunition and ammuni¬ 
tion for firearms without a certificate. 

He added: “It is with some regret 
that I have to impose a custodial sen¬ 
tence so I will make it as short as I 
can.” Allmark was ordered to serve 
four months for possession of the 0.22 
bullets and two months for possessing 
5.56mm rounds, to be served consec¬ 
utively. 


Town to be 
proud of as 
£lm revamp 
completed 

THE £1.5 million regeneration scheme 
to breathe new life into Willenhall has 
been completed. The Willenhall Town- 
scape Heritage Initiative, which began 
back in 2011, has seen 18 buildings in 
the town centre given makeovers, rang¬ 
ing from new shop fronts to roofs, chim¬ 
neys and brickwork. 

One of the main projects was the re¬ 
vamp of The Bell Inn, the Grade II listed 
pub in Market Place and one of the 
town’s most historic buildings. The pub 
dates back to around 1659 but had been 
empty for a number of years. 

After a consortium of residents bought 
the pub in 2010, the group applied for 
funding to halt its deterioration. 

Repairs were carried out to its roof 
and windows, and the shop front was 
replaced with a more traditional design 
based on historic photographs. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, deputy 
leader for Walsall Council, said: “This 
is a real cross party project for Willen¬ 
hall and I am pleased that I was at the 
forefront of securing the investment and 
working to improve the town centre. 

“I want to thank all the owners that 
have engaged with this project and in¬ 
vested in their properties but the jewel 
in the crown of this investment must be 
the Bell Pub - all of us on the panel were 
determined that there would be signifi¬ 
cant improvements to that property so 
disgustingly neglected by the previous 
owners. 

“We thank the new owners for their 
bravery, investment and dedication to 
achieve such success.” 

Consultation 
over flooding 

RESIDENTS and businesses in Walsall 
have been asked to give their opinion on 
how to prepare and protect the borough 
from flooding. 

A consultation on how the area can re¬ 
duce its risk of flooding or prepare itself 
better for a worst case scenario has gone 
up on the council website. 

The consultation is set to end on De¬ 
cember 9, with all responses to be looked 
at and the aim being to have a firm strat¬ 
egy in place by spring. Other councils in 
the Black Country are running an iden¬ 
tical consultation at the same time. 

Councillor Louise Harrison said: “Any 
resident or business that has been the 
victim of flooding knows only too well 
the misery it causes. It’s good that we 
are taking a collaborative approach with 
our Black Country colleagues.” 

Man taken ill at

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Cameron’s 
defence of 
new Metro 
Mayor role 

A METRO mayor for the West Mid¬ 
lands will provide ‘a very direct form 
of accountability’, the Prime Minister 
has said. 

The region is set to have an elected 
mayor in 2017 as part of landmark 
devolution plans announced by the 
Government. 

The West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority (WMCA) signed off on the deal 
to receive £lbn in funding and gain 
more control over regional services 
including road and bus networks. 

The Government has thrashed out 
similar deals with Liverpool and Man¬ 
chester, with both areas set to elect 
their own mayors over the next two 
years. 

Speaking in the House of Com¬ 
mons, David Cameron said: “We are 
currently changing the way our coun¬ 
try is run. That is a very direct form 
of accountability and that is why we 
can be confident of devolving health 
and social care to those authorities. 
For too long, our country has been too 
centralised.” 

The new WMCA mayor will wield a 
number of powers devolved from the 
Government. They include having 
overall responsibility for: franchised 
bus services; house building and 
maintenance; a new Key Route Net¬ 
work of local authority A-roads that 
will be managed by the WMCA; and 
looking after a region-wide transport 
budget.

Councillor calls 
for hard work 

MORE hard work is needed to make 
sure everyone benefits from plans to 
create a West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority, it has been claimed. 

The proposed agreement with 
Westminster for the authority would 
see an annual contribution worth £40 
million for 30 years made to support 
an overall investment package worth 
£8 billion. However, Darlaston Coun¬ 
cillor Doug James has called on bosses 
to ensure money is spread fairly so it 
can contribute to all areas. 

He said: “Government devolution, 
local government reforms and effi¬ 
ciency will be at the heart of the wider 
West Midlands in these exciting times 
and so it must be for all our futures.” 

High-power tools 
go from vehicles

Poundland shares slide as profits fall

SHARES in Poundland fell by as 
much as a fifth after the Willen- 
hall-based chain revealed a sharp 
drop in profits for the first half of its 
year. 

Pre-tax profits were down by more 
than a quarter, to £9.3 million from 
£12.6m a year ago. Chief executive 
Jim McCarthy said this was due to 
higher costs of Poundland’s expansion 
in Spain and its figures had suffered 
in comparison to its unexpectedly 
strong performance last year, partly 
boosted by the loom bands craze. 

At the same time Poundland is 


braced for its most important Christ¬ 
mas period in years in the wake of its 
£55 million takeover of 99p Stores. 

Mr McCarthy said the £l-for- 
everything chain was waiting to as¬ 
sess the impact of Black Friday on 
shopping patterns over Christmas, 
but said trading so far had been ‘vol¬ 
atile”. He said: “We have seen some 
weeks that have been up and weeks 
that have gone the other way. It 
makes me a little bit nervous.” 

Investors were unhappy with the 
profit fall and recent sales figures, and 
shares in the group fell 20 per cent at 


one stage to their lowest since the 
company floated on the stock market 
last year. Meanwhile Poundland has 
launched its own small scale Black 
Friday sale, offering kitchenware and 
Akai headphones online. 

Overall sales were up 5.6 per cent, 
at £561 million, although on a like- 
for-like basis - stripping out the im¬ 
pact of new stores - they were down 
2.8 per cent. But the firm said the 
success seen in the 20 99p Stores so 
far converted to Poundlands meant it 
was now expected to have nearly all 
the 252 stores converted by April. 


Rare statues stolen 
in garden centre raid 


RARE statues worth a total of £1,200 
were taken during a raid on a fami¬ 
ly-run garden centre in Aldridge. 

The owners of WM Wheat and Son Gar¬ 
den Centre on Chester Road have been 
left devastated after the expensive figures 
were taken. 

The thieves cut a hole in the fence at the 
business to get to 10 of the statues, which are 
made of re-constituted marble. 

After moving the statues - which vary in size 
from 60cm to 1.5m in height - the raiders were 
caught on CCTV passing them over the fence 
and putting them into a black Rover, having 
already broken the security chain on the car 
park with crowbars. 

Staff at the garden centre are now appeal¬ 
ing for help to trace the distinctive and easily 
recognisable female figure statues, which are 
made by the manufacturer Da Vinci. 

Brian Wheat, managing director, said: “We 
are a small family business employing local 
people. We can ill afford this damage to our 
property and the lost stock. The break-in shows 
that these thieves have no regard for normal, 
hard-working people. 

Expanding 

“We are a long running business with a loyal 
customer base in Walsall, we feel a part of the 
community here. 

“I really hope people can help us track down 
the statues.” 

The family business started in 1937, expand¬ 
ing from a small stall on Erdington Market 
into a garden centre on Hardwick Road, before 
moving to its current base in 1994. 

Mr Wheat added: “We have been in Walsall 
for a long time now and only once have we had 
something like this. In that case, the robber 
took cash from the premises but was eventually 
caught thanks to DNA testing. Unfortunately, 
this isn’t going to be as easy to solve.” 

CCTV footage from the time of the theft 
shows the Rover car driving off, turning north 
onto Chester Road towards the Old Irish Harp 
pub. West Midlands Police spokeswoman Sarah 
Astbury said: “Police are investigating a theft 
at Wheats Garden Centre on Chester Road, 
Aldridge on November 14. 

“A number of garden ornaments were stolen. 

“Anyone with information about the theft 
or who is offered garden statues matching the 
above description for sale in unusual circum¬ 
stances are asked to call police.” 


Breakthrough hope on grot-spot

CAMPAIGNERS living in New 
Invention are hoping to have fi¬ 
nally made a breakthrough after 
15 years of trying to sort out a 
fly-tipping hotspot. 

Persistent problems with people 
dumping waste outside the small 
shopping precinct and flats on 
Nottingham Drive have blighted 
the area for more than a decade, 
according to one nearby resident 
who has campaigned mercilessly 
to try and get action taken. 

After Councillor Adam Hicken 
was alerted to the issue by resi¬ 
dents, he took it up with Walsall 


Council and a long running debate 
between the site owners and the 
council began over who is respon¬ 
sible for the land. 

The council’s legal team have 
recently discovered that the land 
is the responsibility of the shop 
owners and a legal notice has now 
been served ordering that they do 
something to maintain the site. 

Charles Moran, a Nottingham 
Drive resident, said: “This has 
been a problem for such a long 
time now and nothing seems to 
have been done. I have been try¬ 
ing since 1999 to get action taken 


but going about actually getting 
something done has been so dif¬ 
ficult. However, we are hopeful 
that we have now made a break¬ 
through. 

“Not only does persistent 
fly-tipping and littering make 
the area look bad, that reflects on 
local houses and from there, the 
value of those houses could drop.” 

Councillor Adam Hicken said: 
“Whilst a lot of work still needs to 
be carried out and it is a possibil¬ 
ity that a legal battle may occur, 
there is a confidence that we can 
now enforce this.”

Sham 69 had single hits at the 
height of the punk rock boom in the 
1970s with Borstal Breakout, If the 
Kids are United, Hersham Boys and 
Hurry up Harry. 

The band, which formed in 1976, 
will be celebrating 40 years in 2016. 
It originally split in 1980 and has re¬ 
formed several times over the years. 

Pub to make way 
for apartments 

A FIRE-HIT pub in Bloxwich will be 
knocked down to make way for 14 
apartments for adults with learning 
disabilities, under new plans. 

Bromford Developments has sub¬ 
mitted proposals for the former Bulls 
Head in Park Road. 

Bosses say the MyPlace develop¬ 
ment would enable people to live in¬ 
dependently while still getting any 
support their need. 

The building has been lying empty 
since 2007 and said to be structurally 
unsafe due to substantial fire damage 
in 2010.

A CAR containing four men hit a wall 
and overturned in Aldridge. 

As a result of the crash, which hap¬ 
pened at around 2.15am on Sunday at 
Brickyard Road, Aldridge, the car’s 
engine was ripped out and ended up 
lying on the floor next to the over¬ 
turned vehicle. 

The four men inside were all in 
their twenties. Two ambulance crews 
and a paramedic area support officer 
attended, with two of the men being 
taken to hospital.

THE massacres in France? I am torn be¬ 
tween two opinions, the liberal and the 
biblical. The liberal is the one that goes, we 
in the West are partly to blame for the mad¬ 
ness of the Middle East. We must therefore 
sit down and talk with Islamic State, just as 
we have talked to other psychopathic mur¬ 
derers in the past, from the Mau Mau to 
the IRA, to work out some long-term set¬ 
tlement and a happy ending.

Every suicide vest detonated in the West 
will be repaid, not merely with precision 
smart bombs but with every weapon in our 
armoury, including those no-one likes to 
mention. The biblical solution is to rain fire 
and brimstone on Islamic State and turn its 
strongholds into puddles of molten sand. 

DONALD Trump who, heaven forbid, 
might one day become President of the 
United States, says the Paris massacre 
would have turned out differently if the 
French were allowed to carry guns. Can 
you imagine the 
carnage if 100 
handgun-toting 
concert-goers 
had whipped 
out their Mag¬ 
nums and cut 
loose in a dark, 
crowded the¬ 
atre? Terror¬ 
ism is scary 
enough but no less terrifying 
is how many adult Americans cannot tell 
the difference between real life and Holly¬ 
wood. 

AS the week’s horrific events in France 
unfolded, the many TV and radio inter¬ 
views reminded us once again how many 
ordinary French folk speak excellent Eng¬ 
lish, and how few Brits can manage to 
string the simplest sentence together in 
any foreign language. 

WHEN it was announced that British 
storms would soon be getting their own 
names, no-one told us to brace ourselves 
for American names. Having been battered 
by Barney, can we look forward to Chuck, 
Dwight, Ellie-May, Frankie, Geraldo and 
Homer?

(BBC1) was a puzzle. I can’t remember 
seeing so many grown-up people getting 
so excited about going to Blackpool. May¬ 
be they hadn’t been before.

Lock-up for warder in steroids plot 


A PRISON officer who plotted with 
an inmate to smuggle steroids into 
Oakwood Prison has been locked up. 

Ex-Royal Marine, Matthew Tay¬ 
lor was jailed for one year and nine 
months for the ‘terrible breach of 
trust’. 

The 23-year-old from Kestrel 
Court, Burntwood, was to be ‘paid 
handsomely’ for bringing a package 
of illicit steroids into the prison near 


Wolverhampton. He had linked up 
with ‘career criminal’ Mark Clarke 
in the wing of the jail he was super¬ 
vising, using Clarke’s partner Donna 
Duffus on the outside. 

The plan never materialised - ei¬ 
ther because Taylor got cold feet or 
wanted more money - but his phone 
calls to Duffus had already been 
monitored and recorded, said Miss 
Balvinder Bhatti, prosecuting, at 


Stafford Crown Court. Taylor admit¬ 
ted conspiracy to supply a prohibited 
article and misconduct in public of¬ 
fice. 

Clarke, aged 47, of Bridgewater 
Close, Walsall Wood, was jailed for 
30 months. 

He admitted the conspiracy and a 
separate offence of attempted bur¬ 
glary at a neighbour’s house. 

His partner Duffus, aged 39, of the 


same address was given a 12-month 
community order. The judge ruled 
she was ‘entirely under the direction 
of Clarke’. 

Miss Bhatti said the plot began to 
take shape with a phone call from 
Clarke to Duffus, which was facili¬ 
tated by Taylor, in September 2013. 

The prison officer had ‘befriended’ 
Clarke because of their shared inter¬ 
ests, including going to the gym. 


Doctor kept a slave in 
home for over 20 years

AN NHS doctor and his wife 
smuggled a 13-year-old 
African boy from his coun¬ 
try and used him a slave 
at their home in Walsall, a 
court heard. 

Doctor Emmanuel Edet, aged 61, 
and his wife Antan, 58, kept Ofo- 
nime Sunday Edet, now 40, as a 
‘house boy’ for almost a quarter of 
a century at various homes in the 
country, Harrow Crown Court was 
told. 

He was taken from his real Ni¬ 
gerian family without permission 
- promised work in exchange for 
money and education, but paid just 
£2-a-week for 17 hours work a day. 

The Edets - who worked as a gy¬ 
naecologist and senior nursing sis¬ 
ter - were found guilty of holding a 
person in slavery or servitude, child 
cruelty and assisting unlawful im¬ 
migration. 

The jury heard how, because of 
work commitments, the Edets con¬ 
stantly moved around the country 
from Caterham to Scarborough, 
and then Walsall in the early 1990s 
where Dr Edet lost his General Med¬ 
ical Council certificate and was told 
to leave the UK. 

The Edets then moved to Nort- 
holt in 1994 from Walsall before 
finally settling in a rented house in 
Perivale, west London, in 2001. 

Investigating officer Det Con 
Andy Nolan explained that he would 
sleep on the floor, prepare meals, 
and didn’t go to bed until after the 
couple’s children did. 

The court heard they convinced 
him that if he went to the police, he 
would be arrested for being an ille¬ 
gal immigrant. 

His only treat in his entire time 
with the family was a trip to Fla¬ 
mingo Land in Scarborough in 1991. 

They managed to fool people by 
claiming that Ofonime had been 
adopted and he suffered for years 
until he contacted the Hope for Jus¬ 
tice charity. 

Antan and Emmanuel Edet were 
arrested in March last year. The 
Edets will be sentenced at Harrow 
Crown Court on December 7.

Ambulance 
workers in 
day-to-day 
hostilities 

AMBULANCE staff have had their 
lives threatened, been kicked, 
punched, spat at and more in just 
six months. New figures discussed at 
a recent West Midlands Ambulance 
Service trust board meeting have 
revealed the number of physical as¬ 
saults on staff rose by almost 30 per 
cent between April and September 
compared to the previous year. 

Among these were incidents where 
ambulance staff were threatened with 
death and one case where a member 
of staff had a knife pointed at them. 

The figures have led trust chief 
executive Anthony Marsh to ask 
for tougher legal action to be taken 
against members of the public who 
assault staff. 

Mr Marsh said: “It is quite outra¬ 
geous that our staff are having to put 
up with such violence. 

“The board is determined that we 
should do everything possible to pro¬ 
tect our staff. We are asking them to 
support us by taking the toughest 
possible action against people who as¬ 
sault staff. We know the public abhor 
this violence so we are hopeful that 
they will support this move.” 

The number of verbal assaults also 
rose, by 13 per cent in the same pe¬ 
riod. Regional Security Manager, 
Steve Elliker, said: “The penalties 
handed down are simply not sufficient 
to deter people currently. 

“The fact that some of our staff do 
not report cases of violence because 
they do not believe that enough action 
will be taken against the perpetrator 
is a sad reflection on how they feel.” 

Vaz hits out at 
health cut plans 

A WALSALL MP says proposed cuts 
to public health funding in the bor¬ 
ough will have a ‘serious detrimental 
effect’ on the lives of residents. 

Valerie Vaz, MP for Walsall South, 
said there is growing concern over 
planned public health cuts of £1.6 mil¬ 
lion. She has written to Health Sec¬ 
retary Jeremy Hunt MP asking him 
to consider increasing Walsall’s public 
health budget. 

“The proposed reduction in funding 
will have a serious detrimental effect 
on public health in Walsall. 

“If Walsall’s allocation was the 
same as neighbouring authorities 
with similar levels of deprivation, 
Walsall would receive an additional 
£4.26 million per year. Walsall is num¬ 
ber 35 on the list of the most deprived 
local authority areas in England.”

WALSALL-BASED home repairs 
company HomeServe is set to create 
around 300 new jobs over the next 12 
months. 

The business, which has put past 
issues over customer service and 
mis-selling firmly behind it, has taken 
on 180 new people in the UK over the 
past 12 months out of 300 in total 
around the world. 

Chief executive Richard Harpin 
said a similar level of new jobs - at 
least half in the UK - was expected 
over the next 12 months including a 
significant number of engineers.

PROPERTY investors have been 
snapping up new apartments in Wal¬ 
sall to cash in on plans to boost the 
number of nurses and support work¬ 
ers at Walsall Manor Hospital. 

They are hoping to rent out the 
homes, built at the Navigation Point 
apartment complex, to the new hospi¬ 
tal workforce. 

Lichfield-based building firm Wal¬ 
ton Homes says it has sold two thirds 
of its available homes on the Naviga¬ 
tion Point complex, on the outskirts 
of the town centre, in just six week, 
mainly to investors planning to let 


them to nurses, locum doctors and 
support workers. 

Amy Summerton, director of Wal¬ 
ton Homes, said: “There are 18 apart¬ 
ments at Navigation Point and we 
have sold two thirds of them within 
a matter of weeks, with the majority 
being on buy-to-let mortgages. 

“At the beginning of this year, Wal¬ 
sall Healthcare Trust was forced to 
declare a major incident due to the de¬ 
mand on resources and subsequently 
drew up winter plans to deal with the 
expected influx in patients.” 

Walsall Manor came under pres¬ 


sure over Christmas last year, when 
it was pushed to full capacity with al¬ 
most 100 extra patients a week. 

Amy Summerston said: “The NHS 
agreed to invest £3.5 million in more 
than 80 registered nurses and 35 care 
support workers, with the intention 
of all of them being in place by the au¬ 
tumn, and savvy investors have rec¬ 
ognised that those people will need to 
rent homes close by. Navigation Point 
fitted the bill perfectly,” she said. 

Five apartments remain at Navi¬ 
gation Point, with a starting price of 
£84,950. 


Jams see average speeds 

fall to less than 14 mph 


COMMUTERS are spending more 
time stuck in traffic jams as the av¬ 
erage rush hour speed plummets to 
less than 14mph, new figures have 
revealed. 

Motorists in the West Midlands have 
got used to the misery of clogged roads, 
but official data from the Department of 
Transport shows that many journeys in 
the region are a fifth slower than they 
were a year ago. 

Rush hour speeds were down to 13.9mph on 
average in the 12 months to September 2015 - 
a drop of 22.3 per cent from the previous year. 

And nine of the worst performing A-roads 
were in the Black Country, with nine routes 
seeing an average speed of less than 13mph. 

The figures have sparked calls for toll charges 
to be scrapped on the M6 Toll to free up the 
region’s commuter routes. Others describe the 
figures as ‘am embarrassment to the Black 
Country’. The A4030 southbound through 
Smethwick had the lowest average speed in the 
region, with drivers crawling along at a snail- 
paced 8.7mph during the morning commute. 

Bhanu Dhir, head of policy of the Black 
Country Chamber of Commerce, has called on 
the West Midlands Combined Authority to take 
action. 

Attractive 

He said traffic delays cost hauliers in the re¬ 
gion at least £300 million per year. “We see a 
priority of the combined authority being better 
capacity and capability from our public trans¬ 
port infrastructure making it a much more at¬ 
tractive proposition than it is now,” he added. 

“Furthermore we look forward to working 
with them to lobby the Secretary of State for 
Transport to make better use of strategic as¬ 
sets such as the M6 Toll so it functions better 
to relieve the pressure on local roads. 

“We need more imagination and determina¬ 
tion and the private sector will play its part in 
making improvements to what is frankly an 
embarrassment to the Black Country.” 

The A34 at Great Barr was another slow run, 
with average speeds down 22.7 per cent from 
the previous year at 9.2mph. 

Wolverhampton has been particularly badly 
hit by traffic congestion in recent years, with 
a revamp to the Midland Metro and city cen¬ 
tre roadworks causing major delays. The east- 
bound ring road saw an excruciatingly slow 
average speed of 10.6mph.

Movie has

APPARENTLY the new film about the life 
of American computer tycoon Steve Jobs 
hasn’t been quite the box office hit that 
had been hoped for.

Queen is on track for 


special visit to Brum 
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Her Majesty The Queen and His Royal Highness The Duke officially open the station 


It was a right royal occasion as 
The Queen and Prince Philip 
arrived to tour the second city.

THE heavens may have opened but 
the showers were never going to 
rain on the parade on this great roy¬ 
al occasion, which was carried out 
with additional security in place, 
following the Paris terror attacks. 

Looking perfect in pink, The Queen 
was all smiles as she took a tour of New 
Street Station alongside The Duke of Ed¬ 
inburgh last Thursday. 

Heavy downpours didn’t stop the second 
city visit going ahead as the pair gave the new¬ 
ly-refurbished New Street Station and Grand 
Central the royal seal of approval. 

While in Birmingham, The Queen and 
Prince Philip stuck to a busy schedule, and 
also visited a war memorial, the Midland 
Metro extension and Birmingham Dental Hos¬ 
pital and School of Dentistry. 

Wearing a Peter Enrione cerise pink brocade 
dress with a pink cashmere coat accompanied 
by a matching hat by Angela Kelly, The Queen 
carried one of her trademark Walsall-made 
Launer London handbags for her visit to the 
West Midlands. 

Maroon 

She was welcomed to Birmingham amid 
high security in the wake of the atrocities in 
the French capital to visit a series of locations 
in the city. 

The visit got underway when the Royal cou¬ 
ple arrived promptly at 10.20am at platform 
2a on New Street Station on board the royal 
train, distinctively maroon with red and black 
lining and a grey roof. 

It slowly settled alongside the platform be¬ 
fore doors opened and the monarch emerged 
with a bright smile to warmly greet Vice 
Lord-Lieutenant for the West Midlands, Colo¬ 
nel George Marsh and Deputy Lord-Lieuten¬ 
ant, Professor Deirdre Kelly. 


On arrival, the 89-year-old monarch was an¬ 
imated and friendly, flanked by Prince Philip 
with his mischievous grin ready to spark into 
his unmistakable sharp wit. 

She was introduced to staff from construc¬ 
tion company Mace which had been behind 
work on the station and surrounding Grand 
Central, anchored by retail giant John Lewis. 

And they gave their royal wishes to W illi am 
Grant, a trainee employee of Mace, who was 
celebrating his 26th birthday. 

“She wished me a happy birthday. 

“Pretty amazing, someone had mentioned 
it beforehand,” William, who is from Birming¬ 
ham, said. 

“Wasn’t expecting that. 

“We just chatted about our training scheme 
then. They were very interested.” 

After its five-year renovation, New Street 
Station now has an enlarged concourse ac¬ 


commodating 170,000 passengers a day with 
Grand Central above. 

As The Queen moved into view, crowds 
10-deep cheered, happy to catch a glimpse of 
the monarch on her visit. The royal couple 
attended a short ceremony before The Queen 
unveiled a plaque dedicated to the reopening 
and she signed the visitor book. 

While the majority of her hour-long visit to 
the station was inside, The Queen emerged 
into rain clutching a pink umbrella for the 
final stage of her engagement. 

Rain was lashing down on people gathered 
by the Pals War Memorial commemorating the 
Birmingham Pals - three infantry battalions 
of the Royal Warwickshire Regiment who vol¬ 
unteered to fight in the First World War. 

The Pals War Memorial is positioned out¬ 
side the Metro station entrance off Smallbrook 
Queens way. 


During a special ceremony, The Queen 
joined the prince in laying a wreath at the 
memorial dedicated to railwaymen who died 
during the First World War. 

And the Bishop of Birmingham, the Right 
Reverend David Urquhart, called for unity in 
light of attacks in Paris and Beirut - where 
around 40 people were killed in deadly bomb¬ 
ings in Lebanon on November 12. 

With the royal couple stood beside him in 
solemn contemplation, the Bishop told gath¬ 
ered crowds: “We gather to dedicate this 
memorial to railway workers from the First 
World War at a time of great distress around 
the nations. 

“We gather our thoughts today with those 
of people in Paris and Beirut as they suffer 
violence and destruction of murderous intent. 

“At the same time we give thanks to those 
who seek to keep our streets and nations 
peaceful.” 

The Queen received a bouquet of flowers 
from four-year-old Taahlia Cameron before 
boarding a Midland Metro tram. 

Chairman 

She toured the tram and met workers be¬ 
hind the Birmingham city centre Metro exten¬ 
sion and even got in the driving seat herself for 
a look around the cab. 

The Queen named a tram in memory of 
Angus Adams, a Dudley borough councillor 
who died in 2012. 

Mr Adams was also chairman of West Mid¬ 
lands transport authority Centro. 

Her Majesty gave the newly-built Midland 
Metro Tram Extension at Bull Street the 
Royal seal of approval. 

The Bull Street tram stop is due to open 
next month as part of a 1.4-km extension to 
the Midland Metro, which links Birmingham 
with Wolverhampton. 

Mr Adams was a key figure behind the £128 
million Midland Metro extension. 

Addressing the crowd before inviting the 
Queen to unveil the name of the tram, Cen¬ 
tro chief executive Geoff Inskip said the Metro 
would reduce congestion and boost the re¬ 
gional economy by creating jobs and growth. 

“Already we are seeing inward investment 
coming to Birmingham and Wolverhampton 
because of our new trams,” he said.

We must encourage 
teacher recruitment 

APPLICATIONS to teach are falling, down by 21k com¬ 
pared to last year. We will need nearly 160,000 additional 
Teachers over the next three years. At the same time pupil 
numbers continue to rise, with a projected 582,000 of pri¬ 
mary and secondary pupils by 2020. There is a growing 
crisis in teacher recruitment across the country. 

If you were a new teacher where would you seek a ca¬ 
reer? Would it be Queen Marys Grammar School, Walsall, 
as first choice? 

Where does this leave the recruitment of teachers in com¬ 
munities characterised with high levels of unemployment, 
low aspiration and, low earnings? Teaching in schools in 
such areas is more difficult than it is in others but, cru¬ 
cially, they are the schools that need the most able, compe¬ 
tent and, caring teachers. Incentives are needed to get our 
brightest and best working with our most desperate and, 
disadvantaged. Only through recruiting the best of the best 
will we encourage young people to believe in education. 

I support a scheme where graduates with an approx £30k 
debt could have it written off at 3k a year over a 10 year 
period to attract and, retain good teachers.

TALENTED artist Maurice Ivor Birch thought he had 
drawn his final sketch after suffering his fifth stroke in 
July. The summer attack had been his worst to date and he 
lost all feeling in his right side as a result. 

But the 74-year-old self-taught artist, who has dedicated 
the vast majority of his life to his love of drawing, was not 
going to let it get in the way of his passion. 

Maurice has spent more than 40 years sketching historic 
buildings from around his home town of Aldridge on to a 
scroll he purchased at a car boot sale in Cannock back in 
1969. A selection of that work made it into Aldridge On A 
Roll, a poetry and local history book released by Mapseek- 
ers Archived Publishing last month. 

However, following publication Maurice was hit by the 
series of strokes and was confined to his garden and con¬ 
servatory in Aldridge with his devoted wife, Beryl. 

He said: “I really did think I couldn’t carry on. I had lost 
the feeling in my right side and even going out and promot¬ 
ing the book felt like too much for me. I even said to friends 
that I wouldn’t be doing any more sketches.” 

In recent weeks, Maurice has worked his strength up and 
is now back to his scroll, which he says acts as a historical 
record of the town he grew up in and lives in to this day. 

His latest sketches include Pennard House in Stonnall 
Road and Croft Cottage in Portland Road. He said: “One 
day I just thought, why should I give this up just because 
of these physical problems? “I decided I wasn’t going to let 
it beat me and I started to draw again.”

People's life 
expectancy 
among the 
UK's lowest 


PEOPLE in parts of the Black Country have 
among the lowest life expectancy in England, 
new figures have revealed. 

And though residents can expect to live between 
two and three years longer than they would have 15 


years ago, many areas’ n 
meted. 

This is compared to peo¬ 
ple who live in Stafford¬ 
shire, who not only have a 
higher life expectancy than 
people in the Black Country, 
but whose areas are also in 
the top half of the national 
rankings.The life expec¬ 
tancy for men and women is 
below the national average 
for every area in the Black 
Country. 

In Walsall, women are 
predicted to live on average 
four years longer than men 
with a life expectancy of 82 
compared to 78. This ranks 
them 296th and 254th in 
the national rankings. Ten 
years ago the life expectan¬ 
cies in the town were 80 and 
75 respectively. 

Walsall councillor Ian 
Robertson, the cabinet 
member for health, said: 
“The issue in Walsall is the 
disparity between areas. 
You will find there is, in 
some cases, a 10 year life 
expectancy difference from 
one part to another part. 

“In Walsall there tends 
to be an East/West divide. 
Bloxwich, Palfrey and Dar-

laston, that corridor tends 
to drag the average down 
while areas such as Aldridge 
and Streetly bring the aver¬ 
age up. From a public health 
point of view this is an area 
that we’re trying to address.

Men’s life expectancy in 
Sand well is 77, two and a 
half years below the Eng¬ 
land average, and 332nd 
out of 345 areas across the 
country. Their rank used to 
be 327. Women in Sandwell 
can expect to live to 81 years 
old, but this is still a lowly 
322nd out of 345 in the UK. 

Men and women in Wol¬ 
verhampton don’t fare 
much better as, despite life 
expectancies of 78 and 82 re¬ 
spectively, they are ranked 
316th and 303rd in the na¬ 
tional rankings. 

Wolverhampton council¬ 
lor Elias Mattu, the cabinet 
member for adults, said: 
“This is something that has 
to be dealt with.”

STRONG winds brought down an oak 
tree across a golf club’s fairway - just 
one of many toppled by Storm Barney. 

Winds of up to 70mph brought down 
dozens of trees, scaffolding and even a 
tower at the Fort Shopping Centre in 
Birmingham. 

In the Walsall borough, an oak tree 
came down at the 16th fairway at Wal¬ 
sall Golf club. 

Members posted pictures of the 
fallen tree on Twitter. 

Jon Merchant, head greenkeeper 
at the club, based off The Broadway, 
found the tree at 8am last Wednesday. 

He said: “It’s a shame, as it was an 


old oak tree that was about 80 to 90 
years old. 

“We arrived to do our usual grounds 
check at 7am and then at 8am we 
found the tree on the floor. It was on 
the 16th fairway on the left-hand side, 
150 yards off the tee. 

“We have been clearing the tree 
away for most of the day, a couple 
of us have helped whilst we’ve had 
a chainsaw to dismantle the bigger 
pieces. We’ll then get a trailer to take 
it away next week. It hasn’t affected 
business,” he added. 

Across the Midlands trees were 
forced down by gusts of winds, closing 


some roads and blocking others. 

Lane Avenue in Walsall was also af¬ 
fected as another tree collapsed, end¬ 
ing up blocking the road. Two lanes of 
the M6 northbound between junctions 
6 and 7 were also closed due to a fallen 
lamppost. 

The ongoing disruption last night 
caused the closure of the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton to Birmingham railway line after 
a tree came down on overhead power 
lines in Coseley. 

This impacted surrounding services, 
including in Walsall, where routes to 
Rugeley and Birmingham were de¬ 
layed.

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Objectors hit out at 
chapel scheme 



The Providence chapel, situated in New Road, Willenhall 


RESIDENTS are objecting to plans which will see a Victo¬ 
rian chapel in Willenhall turned into a 17-bedroom accom¬ 
modation block. 

Developers want to transform Providence Chapel in New 
Road under new proposals. But the plans have sparked fear 
among residents who believe it could bring crime and an¬ 
ti-social behaviour to the area. 

The chapel was built in 1879 and in use until 2008 when 
it closed due to a dwindling congregation. 

Now, London-based Jamil and Anila Hashim have sub¬ 
mitted plans which would see single-bed accommodation 
and a communal space for lounge, dining and catering. All 
rooms will be en-suite. There would also be six car parking 
spaces as well as bicycle spaces. 

The parents of Joanne Rogers live in nearby Newlands 
Close and the chapel backs on to their garden. 

Speaking on behalf of her parents, Mrs Rogers, 47, who 
lives in Twyford Grove, Wednesfield, said: “There’s a group 
in the street that are up in arms about it. They had a plan¬ 
ning application letter come through to the street, it didn’t 
say even on there what it is going to be, but when they 
looked at the plans it looks like a hostel. 

“There’s no facilities in those rooms at all, but just a 
shower room for each.” The married mother-of-two who 
works for the NHS added that residents are organising a 
petition against the plans. A decision will be made by plan¬ 
ners at Walsall Council at a later date. 


Women are 

getting £90 
less than 
male staff 


WOMEN workers in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire are earning almost £90 a week 
less than men, new figures have shown. 

Data from the Office for National Statistics’ annu¬ 
al Survey of Hours and Earnings show the widening 
pay gap between the sexes across the region. On av¬ 
erage men who work full time take home gross pay 


of £507.60. 

This figure is equal to a 
total of £87.78 more than 
female workers. 

The figures show that 
the gap is greatest in Staf¬ 
fordshire, where men earn 
a whopping £119.10 a week 
more than women. 

They also reveal that 
women in Wolverhampton 
are in the bottom two per 
cent of earners in the coun¬ 
try, picking up an average 
of £379.10 compared to men 
who take home £465.40. 

And the gap has widened 
over the last 12 months 
according to the figures, 
with men’s wages increas¬ 
ing more than 0.5 per cent 
above those of women. 

The difference flies in the 
face of the national trend, 
which shows that in April 
women’s wages were 9.4 per 
cent below those of men, 
compared with 10 per cent 
the previous year.

Trade Union bosses have 
described the figures as 
‘shocking’ and say some 
areas in the region are 
‘going backwards’ when it 
comes to bridging the gen¬ 
der pay gap. 

Nick Kelleher, secretary 
of the Wolverhampton and 
Bilston TUC, said: “Wolver¬ 
hampton council has made 
progress over the last few 
years in terms of reducing 
the pay gap between men 
and women. 

“But unfortunately be¬ 
cause of public sector cuts 
a lot of jobs have now gone 
into the private sector. In an 
area such as care, which tra¬ 
ditionally employs predomi¬ 
nantly women, this means 
lower wages. 

“It’s shocking to see we 
now appear to be going 
backwards.”

Widows join veterans 
to receive top honour 


‘I WAS just another soldier 
doing his job really’ - Sec¬ 
ond World War veteran Frank 
Corbett humbly remembers 
his time fighting in Norman- 
dy. 

The 95-year-old from Walsall 
was recently given the Legion 
d’Honneur medal, France’s high¬ 
est decoration to recognise indi¬ 
vidual efforts, regardless of where 
they are born. 

Mr Corbett, along with fellow Wal¬ 
sall veterans Sam Broadhurst, Ron 
Davies and Gordon Poole, were among 
the 400 people outside France to be 
given the award this year. 

While Mr Corbett and Mr Broad¬ 
hurst received theirs, Dot Davies and 
Eileen Poole were presented with the 
medals on behalf of their late hus¬ 
bands. The four people came together 
to mark the occasion at a monthly 
meeting of the Normandy Veterans 
Amalgamation group, held at Blox- 
wich’s Victoria Club. 

Superheroes 

Mr Corbett, 94, from Bloxwich, was 
a corporal in the seventh battalion of 
the South Staffordshire regiment from 
1939 to 1946. 

After receiving his medal, he said: 
“I never expected anything like this, it 
was a big surprise to me. 

“It is lovely to think people think of 
you like this, as a hero. I was just an¬ 
other soldier doing his job really. The 
medal itself is beautiful but it came 
with a lovely letter, thanking us for 
saving so many lives, which is worth 
just as much to me. It is as though 
they think of us as superheroes.” 

Mrs Poole, who was married to Gor¬ 
don for 65 years, said she was ‘very 
proud’ of her husband but him receiv¬ 
ing the award was tinged with sadness. 

Mr Poole died in September this 
year, aged 89, just a short time before 
he was able to receive the award for 
himself. 

Mrs Poole, of Cannock, said: “I am 
very proud of him. I was always proud 
of him but but I am very sad he is not 
here to hold the award himself.” 

She said her husband would have 
been delighted with the medal. Mr 
Poole volunteered at the age of 17. 

Mrs Poole said: Mrs Poole said her 
husband’s duties had been sending 
vital messages between airfields and

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MP calls for action 
over pub sites 

AN MP says Walsall Council needs to take better control 
over two former pub sites on a Bloxwich estate. 

David Winnick, MP for Walsall North, has urged the 
authority to work with the owners of the former Eagle 
and Leathern Bottle pubs on the Mossley estate, Blox¬ 
wich.

THE devolution deal that will see 
the West Midlands have its own 
elected mayor will give the region 
‘an even stronger presence on the 
world stage’, the Chancellor says.

Delight as 
mother is 
now free 
of cancer 


A MOTHER from Wolverhampton who fought 
for her life after contracting a rare cancer 
during pregnancy has described her relief at 
being given the all clear. 

Mother-of-three Deborah Nabbs, aged 36, said she 
was now looking forward to Christmas so her chil¬ 
dren could have their mother back. Deborah was di¬ 
agnosed with choriocarcinoma just eight weeks after 


giving birth to Lewis. 

Doctors told her that 
cells left behind after a 
pregnancy had become can¬ 
cerous and the disease had 
spread to her lungs. 

She underwent gruelling 
treatment including intense 
chemotherapy, spent time 
in isolation and had a full 
hysterectomy. She has now 
been told she is cancer free 
and Lewis, 21 months, is fit 
and healthy. 

She said: “After giving 
birth to Lewis I was in com¬ 
plete shock to be diagnosed 
with such a rare pregnancy 
related cancer, it’s every 
mum’s worst nightmare. 

Crumbling 

“Due to the cancer being 
connected to the placenta as 
well doctors thought Lewis 
could have it, but thankfully 
he was fine. 

“My world came crum¬ 
bling down, but I was deter¬ 
mined to beat the disease.” 

Within weeks of the birth 
last February, she began 
haemorrhaging and lost 
blood clots the size of Easter 
eggs. Doctors believed some 
of her placenta still re¬ 
mained so they performed 
surgery to remove it. 

When she continued to 
lose blood, tests revealed she 
in fact had choriocarcinoma, 
which affects less than 20 
women each year in the UK.

“My treatment was hor¬ 
rific,” she said. “I started 
invasive chemotherapy 
which caused my hair loss. 
I went on to try many types 
of chemotherapy drugs but 
none of them seemed to 
work so I underwent a full 
hysterectomy. 

“But once I was strong 
enough, I was considered for 
high dose chemotherapy and 
a stem cell transplant. This 
was definitely the most dif¬ 
ficult stage of my treatment 
as I needed to be in isolation 
so I didn’t catch any bugs. I 
was a long way from home 
and my children were not 
allowed to visit. 

“I’m just glad to be back 
home now and I can finally 
enjoy Christmas this year 
with my boys and they have 
their mum back.” 

Following her initial diag¬ 
nosis Deborah was referred 
to Weston Park Hospital in 
Sheffield where she received 
the rest of her treatment. 

Kam Singh, a lead Clini¬ 
cal Nurse Specialist at the 
hospital said: “Debbie is 
an incredible woman who 
underwent an extremely 
difficult and challenging 14 
months of treatment. 

“It has been an absolute 
honour to get to know her 
and the team wish her all 
the best for the future.” 


Car park repairs 
budget may be hit 

MAINTENANCE of car parks in Walsall will be slashed as 
part of cuts at the borough’s cash-strapped council. 

A total of £15,000 will be taken from the car park budget 
despite concerns it could present a negative image of the 
town, under latest budget plans. Bosses will look to reduce 
the council’s car park maintenance budget to £25,000, 
which would have to cover repair costs, such as surfacing 
and lighting, cleaning, general damage and destruction. 

Currently, the council operates 59 car parks across the 
borough. A report on the plans reads: “Reduced mainte¬ 
nance could result in a reduction in the cleanliness, ap¬ 
pearance and safety of the car parks. This would present a 
negative image of the borough to our car park customers 
when compared with current arrangements.” 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird said: “We believe we 
can accommodate this small reduction in finances for car 
park maintenance by being a little more prudent.”

Parents left to 
fight for goods 
as firm sinks

A CHILDREN’S shop in Walsall that closed suddenly has gone into 
liquidation - as parents that were left hundreds of pounds out of 
pocket battle to get their cash back. 

Council bosses have confirmed Kiddisave in Green Lane is no longer trading, 
after families across the Black Country were left in the lurch. Parents began 
voicing their concerns earlier when the shutters were left down at the store 
and customers had not received their deliveries. Mothers and fathers had been 
frantically trying to contact staff at Kiddisave after their phone calls were not 
being returned. 

The family-run company, 
based in Seymour House, 
had been trading since 1998. 

But no-one from the busi¬ 
ness had been available to 
contact last week, which led 
parents to fear the worst. 

Simon Cox, 32, whose 
partner, Jessica Russon, 23, 
is six months pregnant, had 
paid £500 in cash for a new 
Cosatto pram back in Octo¬ 
ber. 

Mr Cox of Churchill Road, 

Walsall, said: “We paid for 
our pram in cash like most 
people would and when 
we went to actually order 
it on Friday we were told 
everything was fine. At the 
moment we are talking with 
Cosatto to see if they will 
honour the payment.” 

Inundated 

Mr Cox said some of his 
friends had ordered items as 
far back as May and had still 
not received their goods. 

Trading Standards offi¬ 
cials were inundated with 
complaints when she shop 
closed last Wednesday. 

They launched an inves¬ 
tigation and the council 
has now confirmed that the 
company is no longer trad¬ 
ing.

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24 Girl, 3, unhurt 
after collision 

A THREE-year-old girl escaped unhurt 
from a head-on smash in Coseley unscathed 
last weekend. 

Fire, ambulance and police crews were 
called to Central Drive in Coseley at 6.30pm 
on Saturday to reports of a two-car collision. 

The smash left both vehicles with sig¬ 
nificant front-end damage, while two male 
drivers were taken to hospital. 

The three-year-old girl, who was in one 
of the vehicles, was checked for injuries but 
had suffered none and was left in the care 
of her mother. The crash caused the road to 
be closed until 9.30pm. 

Earlier, a man escaped with minor inju¬ 
ries after being cut free from his car after 
crashing into a lamppost. 

The incident happened on Bilston Road, 
Ettingshall, shortly before 3.30am and the 
man was trapped for around 30 minutes. 

A man also crashed into a railing on Wil- 
lenhall Road, Wolverhampton, in the early 
hours of Sunday morning, but refused hos¬ 
pital treatment having suffered only minor 
injuries. 


Jailed drug dealer loses his 
appeal against conviction 


A MAN jailed after police rumbled 
a drug dealing plot centred on a 
motorway hotel has lost an appeal 
against his conviction. 

Events promoter Adib Samira Asfour, aged 
27, of Kinlet Close, Wolverhampton, was one of 
three people locked away after police pounced 
following a handover in October 2013. 

He was jailed for 10 years at Stafford Crown 
Court in February after he was found guilty of 
plotting to supply MDMA. 

He appealed against his conviction, but his 
case was thrown out by Lady Justice Sharp. 
Giving judgment at London’s Court of Appeal, 
she said: “His role in the conspiracy was a signif¬ 
icant one. We think it is not arguable that a sen¬ 
tence of 10 years is arguable either manifestly 
excessive or wrong in principle.” 


REPORT BY ADAM BURLING 

The court heard the plot was smashed after 
Staffordshire Police received a tip from coun¬ 
terparts in the West Mercia force. Accomplices 
Leah Parkes and Charles Hendrie, who had 
booked a room in the hotel on the M6, were 
stopped as they drove away. 

Part of the 34kg haul was recovered in a car 
boot by police at the Hilton Park services, near 
junction 11 of the M6 at Cannock, while more 
was found in at a room in Holiday Inn, Stafford. 

A targeted stop-check by Central Motorway 
Police Group officers on the M6 southbound, 
between junctions Hand 10A, found the suit¬ 
case of drugs in the boot. It contained 16 pack¬ 
ages of MDMA and both Hendrie and Parkes 
were arrested. CCTV footage showed Asfour 


and another unidentified man turning up emp¬ 
ty-handed and going into the room, before leav¬ 
ing with a bag. 

Prosecutors said the bag they had picked up 
was likely to have contained three more kilos of 
the drug. 

Investigation of mobile phones also produced 
evidence that suggested Asfour was involved in 
drug dealing. Lawyers for Asfour argued that his 
trial should have been stopped before the jury 
even began to consider his case. 

But Lady Justice Sharp said Asfour’s arrival 
at the hotel empty-handed and then leaving 
with the bag supported the prosecution case 
that he was guilty. And the sheer amount of 
drugs involved in the wider conspiracy justified 
the 10-year sentence. Parkes and Hendrie, both 
from Bury, were refused permission to appeal 
their respective seven and 10-year sentences. 


Neighbour nabs 
burglary suspect 

A SUSPECTED burglar was arrested af¬ 
ter a quick-thinking neighbour chased and 
caught him in Tettenhall. 

A woman returned home from work at 
around 5pm last Thursday and spotted two 
burglars inside her Manor Street home. She 
immediately alerted her neighbours who di¬ 
alled 999. 

The burglars, who took a substantial sum 
of cash, are believed to have been disturbed 
and escaped over back gardens. But while 
waiting for the police to arrive the woman 
noticed a man walking along the street who 
she suspected had been one of the culprits. 

A neighbour chased and caught him, 
holding on to him until police arrived a few 
minutes later. 

A man, aged 29 from Bilston, was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of burglary and is cur¬ 
rently in police custody. 

Police are working to trace the other man 
involved. Anyone with information is urged 
to call West Midlands Police on 101.

Reliving atmosphere 
of busy market day 


AT the top of Mitre Fold 
you came face to face 
with the large and glorious 
1850s Retail Market, of 
grey brick and stone. 

The atmosphere in here on a 
busy market day was something 
tangible. Next to it was the Mar¬ 
ket Patch, with its open stalls. 
Fronting Wulfruna Street was the 
Wholesale Market, of red brick and 
yellow terracotta, erected around 
the turn of the 20h century. 

In North Street was a row of 
shops, which included a post office 
and Mr Reid’s establishment for 
gentlemen’s hairdressing and the 
sale and repair of umbrellas. 

Walking back along North 
Street, around the corner in Dar¬ 
lington Street was the chemist’s 
we used - Gibson’s - and I recol¬ 
lect lots of dark wood and large 
old-fashioned bottles of different 
coloured glass on shelves. Where 
North Street opened out into 
Queen Square you would be facing 
the imposing fagade of the Queen’s 
Arcade, with two entrances, the

two elegant Edwardian arcades 
meeting under a glazed dome. Here 
was Stanley Gibbons stamp-collect¬ 
ing shop. 

In Queen Square at the corner of 
Lichfield Street above a cake shop, 
where the HSBC Bank is now, was 
the Cafe Royal, and two doors away 
the Queen’s Picture House pro¬ 
vided a restaurant facility upstairs. 

Where the Halifax is now, Joe 
Lyons’ cafeteria provided refresh¬ 
ments at everyday prices, with 
extra accommodation at the back. I 
distinctly recall Lyons’ gave me my 
first experience of a ring doughnut, 
covered in a glaze of icing. 

The building which was the Visi¬ 
tor Information Centre was then a 
select restaurant called Reynolds’, 
cakes and bread at the front, and 
dining rooms upstairs. The shop 
at the corner of Exchange Street, 
was Lipton’s grocery store, and you 
could smell their powerful cheeses 


long before you reached the door. 
Walking down Victoria Street you 
passed the early Victorian fagade of 
the Star and Garter Hotel. Below 
was Bedford Williams, where we 
would go to buy linen. 

Here my mother would hand 
money to an assistant, who would 
write a note, and put the note and 
money inside a small metal tube 
into one of many pipes which trav¬ 
elled around the store, and it would 
disappear. Minutes later it would 
return with the necessary change. 

At the side of Bedford Williams, 
Farmer’s Fold led past small, old, 
cottage style buildings with shops, 
to reach John Street. On the oppo¬ 
site side of Victoria Street was Be¬ 
atties, whose toy department in the 
basement was always popular, and 
where in December there would be 
a visit to see Father Christmas.

Series continues to 
prove wild at heart 


O ver the past few years, Ben 
Fogle’s New Lives in the Wild 
series has seen him meet 
people all over the world who have 
given up the rat race and started 
afresh in some of the remotest places 
on the planet. 

However, his new series, which 
continues on Channel 5 tonight, looks 
at those a bit closer at home, who 
have looked to escape the daily grind 
in search of a happier, and often more 
self-sufficient, life elsewhere in the 
British Isles. 

It’s the same concept, but on a 
lower budget, if you will. 

Of course, upping sticks to live in a 
remote destination is familiar territory 
for Fogle, who first found fame in 2000 
living on the remote Hebridean island 
of Taransay for BBC reality series, 
Castaway. 

And in his heart of hearts the 
presenter still nurtures a dream of 
turning his back on his fame and 
fortune to live his own ’wilderness! 

He has even recently pinpointed an 
uninhabited Scandinavian island 
where he hopes to set up home. 


“Island living is where I began on 
Taransay, and I have such fond 
memories of it,” he explains. 

“I’m only sorry that I don’t think 
television is brave enough to make a 
series like that [Castaway] again - 
taking people out of their natural 
environment for a year. 

“I think it’s lost its innocence these 
days - none of us went there to 
become rich and famous, which 
seems to be a focus of so much 
reality TV nowadays. We simply 
wanted to establish a self-sufficient 
community.” 

Nevertheless, when you watch 
Fogle on TV and look at his prolific CV 
over the past few years, it appears 
unlikely that he could spend a year in 
any one place without getting itchy 
feet. 

And the presenter is back on his 
travels once again for tonight’s latest 
instalment of New Lives in the Wild 
UK. 

Ben uses his considerable charm 
and empathy to bond with Simon and 
Debbie, a former estate agent and 
lawyer. 


At the ages of 48 and 51 
respectively, the couple swapped city 
life for a hidden valley smallholding in 
the middle of Exmoor National Park. 

But it’s not been easy by any stretch 
of the imagination. 

With more than 100 animals - some 
kept for companionship, others 
destined for the table - the couple’s 
life on Exmoor is a constant battle and 
one they cannot always win, as Ben 
soon learns. 

During his stay, the host discovers 
how to rear, kill and cook ‘extreme free 
range’ pigs, then tries his hand at 
foraging in steep woodland and 
attempts to clear an old orchard with a 
stubborn horse who suffers from hay 
fever. 

As with all the people he has met 
during the series, Ben has admiration 
for what the couple are trying to do. 

“Over the last few years, there’s a 
fast-growing group of people looking 
to regress and turn back the clock,” he 
says. 

“It’s not been easy for any of them 
and their bravery and resilience is 
inspiring.”

There’s a new supermini on Britain’s roads 
but you won’t have much difficulty in spotting 
its origins. 

But make no mistake: SEAT’S new Ibiza may not 
look too much different on the outside, but under¬ 
neath it’s a very different story. 

After all, the sporty shape was originally conceived by a 
former chief designer for Lamborghini and its sculpted lines 
remain modern and distinctive. There’s an old saying ‘if it 
ain’t broke ...’ 

Instead the company listened to customers and blew its 
budget for this latest makeover on new, upgraded interiors, 
a great deal of new technology and the introduction of con¬ 
siderably more efficient engine options, bringing fuel and 
tax savings for owners. 

There’s also a new speed sensitive power steering sys¬ 
tem and much-revised suspension, damper and anti-roll 
bar settings which have significantly sharpened up handling 
while also resulting in a smoother, quieter ride. There’s a 
range of customisation options for those who want their car 
to stand out visually. 

Prices start at £10,000, rising to £18,035 which, like for 
like, still manages to undercut big name rivals which don’t 
have the advantage of offering three body styles - three door 
couple, five door or sports tourer (estate). There are seven 
trim levels and ten engine options - seven petrol and three 
diesel - six of which are completely new. 

The entry level engine in the cheapest version produc¬ 
es 75ps and 95Nm of torque, drives smoothly and feels 
a little more peppy on the road than its 14.3 second 0 to 
62mph time suggests. Official average fuel consumption 
at 54.4mpg wouldn’t be out of place with many a smaller, 
lighter city car. 

But the same engine in the turbocharged Ecomotive ver¬ 
sion is rated at 95ps, with 160Nm of torque which cuts near¬ 
ly four seconds off the 0 to 62mph sprint time and yet its 
official fuel average is a diesel-like 68,9mpg and lower C02 
emissions of 94g/km. 

The top specification FR version gets even more power, 
110ps and a hefty 200Nm of torque, but still with an official 
fuel average of more than 64mpg and a low 102g/km. 

Transmission 

The FR, which costs from £15,690 in the three-door mod¬ 
el, is also unusual for a 1.0 litre car in that it is available 
with the proven DSG dual clutch automatic transmission. 
Quicker and soother than even a manual gearbox, it also 
has the option of manual control of the six ratios via paddles 
behind the steering wheel. With a 0 to 62mph sprint time 
of 9.3 seconds, it is remarkably quick for a 1.0 litre car and 
particularly smooth. 

Other petrol engine options include 1.2 litre units with 
90 and IIOPs, a 1.4TSI with 150Ps of power and 250Nm 
of torque. 

All three diesel engines are 1.4 litres, with outputs of 75, 
90 (available with the DSG tranmission) and HOPS. The 
75Ps version is fitted to the Ecomotive version, with official 
average fuel consumption of more than 83mpg and a C02 
rating now down to 88g/km: well below the current 100g/ 
km free VED benchmark. The Ecomotive has a very respect¬ 
able 210Nm of torque, making it very driveable with plenty 
of pulling power at low revs. 

The entry-level E model comes with a centre touch screen 
media system, four airbags, hill hold control,a tyre monitor¬ 
ing system, stability control and emergency brake assist, a 
folding rear bench seat, electric front windows, Next up the 
S A/C adds air conditioning along with electric adjustable 
and heated door mirrors, an upgraded audio and hands¬ 
free phone system, a split/fold rear seat and remote audio 
and phone controls on the steering wheel. 

Further up the range, you add features such as alloy 
wheels, a larger touch screen with an improved range of 
functions, LED running lights, front fog lights with cornering 
function,cruise control, parking sensors, satnav, and a driver 
tiredness warning. The FR is the top specification model, 
with the addition of sporty trim. 

The new Ibiza has to hold its own in a crowded and com¬ 
petitive area of the market, but SEAT has hit the ground run¬ 
ning with a wide range of engine, body styles Its competitive 
pricing and relatively low running costs add to the appeal. 
All the new engines meet the latest EU6 emissions stand¬ 
ards (with low C02 ratings of between 88 and 120g/km) and 
insurance ratings range from 8E to 18E (out of 50). 

And while its looks may not have changed much (colour 
pack options excluded) SEAT has added a raft of new tech¬ 
nology and a more grown-up feel to the car, with significant 
improvements in refinement. 

For many of us price is the deciding factor. But given a 
choice the FR, with one-litre turbo engine, DSG transmis¬ 
sion and a combination of 64mpg and sub 10 seconds 
sprint time is a pretty remarkable machine even in the world 
of superminis.

Driving home Skoda message

I BROKE the most valuable Skoda in 
the world (it’s insured for £250,000) 
before it had moved a single inch. 
Talk about feeling a proper idiot. 

Still, at least I’d managed to sit in the 
cockpit of the car; a gorgeous looking open 
two-seater designed more for racing light¬ 
ness than six-footers with size 12 feet. 

And, while a pair of cheerful mechanics worked 
away under the bonnet to reattach the throttle 
cable dislodged by an over-enthusiastic right 
foot prod, I had time to glance over this minia¬ 
ture masterpiece, from a chassis made of masses 
of tubes to a skimpy body looking like a 1950’s 
schoolboy doodle of the perfect racing car. 

Evidence 

For anyone who thinks Skoda has only ever 
made road cars with an emphasis on value, here 
is evidence that deep in the psyche of the Czech 
company once burned a desire to win on the 
track. 

So, back in 1957 it unleashed a couple of fibre- 
glass-bodied roadsters in a racing programme 
that took them to modest successes on the other 
side of what was then a very heavy Iron Curtain. 

Now, the one remaining Spider in running con¬ 
dition (and fresh from a £30,000 engine rebuild in 
the UK, where it now lives) is being used to punch 
home the message that Skoda has been around 
a long time, in one form or another. 

Since 1895, to be precise, when a couple of 
keen cyclists began designing and building 
two-wheelers called Slavias, adding motors four 
years later and becoming Laurin and Klement 
(their surnames). The first car appeared in the 
early 1900s and then, in a merger in 1925, Skoda 
arrived. 

Older readers will recall model names like Feli¬ 
cia and Favorit, attached to machines that lacked 
the panache of Western rivals, but were cheap to 
buy and run, and tough with it. 

Then, in 1991 Skoda became the fourth brand 
in the Volkswagen group and it began quickly to 


lose the budget tag, replaced with cars that hap¬ 
pily pinched bits from dearer VWs to produce ma¬ 
chines that were now properly modern and good 
value. 

But back to the Skoda Spider, now mended 
and revving its little 1,098cc engine in prospect 
of a visit to the modest race track provided for us 
at Bicester Heritage, carved from 348 acres of a 
former 1920’s RAF bomber station. 

Now, if barely a litre sounds puny, it’s worth 
pointing out that the engine bears little relation to 
anything you would have found in a roadgoing 
Skoda of the time - as its 92 horsepower output 
and the Spider’s 125mph top speed testify. 

It’s also light; at 550 kilos much less than the 
weight of a Harley Davidson motorbike with 
chunky rider aboard. 

So, the car will fly if provoked. Which, with 
rain falling in enthusiastic amounts and the track 
awash, I was not keen to do. Especially as my 
spectacles lacked windscreen wipers and my big 


feet found it easier to operate two pedals at once 
rather than one. 

Oh, and however hard you pressed the mid¬ 
dle pedal, the drum brakes stayed asleep, only 
deigning to flicker an eyebrow of interest as your 
right thigh began to quiver with the effort of ap¬ 
plication. It did make lovely noises, though, as I 
crunched up and down the gears (housed in a 
gearbox between the rear wheels) and persuad¬ 
ed the rev counter to flicker round to a figure that 
gave a gentle taste of the Spider’s potential. 

The steering was a positive delight, with the 
thin, string-wrapped wheel feeding back an accu¬ 
rate description of the tarmac below. Which must 
have been welcome when the Spider was used in 
anger more than half a century ago. 

No seatbelts, of course. No roll cage, no body¬ 
work (to speak of) and almost no brakes. 

Miroslav Fousek and Jaroslav Bobek, the two 
men who took the pair of Spiders to a one-two in 
Leningrad in 1962, I salute you.

Toyota is introducing hybrid power to the 
RAV4 in one of the most significant changes 
to the model since it created the European 
compact recreational SUV market in 1994. 

The new model range is now available to order 
in the UK, with a choice of powertrains which in¬ 
cludes the 2.5-litre full hybrid, a new 2.0-litre D-4D 
diesel and a revised 2.0-litre Valvematic petrol with 
improved fuel economy and C02 emissions. Both 
front-wheel and all-wheel drive versions are offered. 
Active 2.0 D-4D front-wheel drive. On-the-road 
prices from £23,695. 

At the same time Toyota is upgrading equipment spec¬ 
ifications across the board and introducing Toyota Safety 
Sense - a package of integrated active safety and driver 
assistance features - as an option on all versions of RAV4 
beyond the entry-point model. 

Toyota is offering customers more choice and improved 
equipment specifications with a new five-grade line-up that 
introduces Business Edition Plus trim and changes the flag¬ 
ship designation from Invincible to Excel. 

The entry level Active grade features the new 2.0 D-4D 
diesel engine and comes equipped as standard with a 
wealth of extra equipment features. These include the Toyo¬ 
ta Touch 2 multimedia system with touchscreen, six-speak¬ 
er audio system with DAB radio, cruise control, sunglasses 
holder, shark fin antenna and leather steering wheel cover. 
This is an addition to current items including 17in alloys, 
LED daytime running lights, air conditioning, rear privacy 
glass and electric door mirrors. 

The RAV4 Business Edition - also powered by the 2.0-litre 
diesel engine - gains front and rear underruns. Elsewhere it 
retains its high-value specification, with highlights including 
Toyota Touch 2 with Go navigation and on-board connectiv¬ 
ity system, dual-zone automatic air conditioning, front fog 
lamps, retractable door mirrors, automatic headlights and 
wipers, rear-view camera and an auto-dimming rear-view 
mirror. 

The new Business Edition Plus is launched as a hybrid/ 
front-wheel drive-only grade and comes with LED front and 
rear lights, a power tailgate, keyless entry and push-button 
start. 

Alloy 

All three powertrains and front and all-wheel drive options 
are offered in Icon trim. Key additional features include 18in 
machined-finish alloy wheels, LED headlamps, combina¬ 
tion leather and Alcantara upholstery, electrical ly-adjust- 
able driver’s seat (with power-adjustable lumbar support), 
heated front seats and an Alcantara dashboard finish. On 
these models the Toyota Touch 2 system is provided with an 
optional upgrade to Go status with satellite navigation and 
connectivity functions. 

The Excel models adopt the full Toyota Touch 2 with Go 
package, plus leather upholstery, roof rails and front and 
rear parking sensors. 

Toyota Safety Sense is available as an option (£695) on 
all versions of the new RAV4, apart from Active grade. The 
package of integrated active safety and driver assistance in¬ 
cludes a radar-controlled Pre-Collision System that can de¬ 
tect both vehicles and pedestrians on the road ahead. This 
works in conjunction with a pre-collision brake and brake 
assist to alert the driver to the imminent risk of a collision, 
prepare the brakes to deliver extra stopping power and, if 
the driver fails to react, to initiate braking autonomously. 

The same radar unit also equips RAV4 with adaptive 
cruise control, which helps the driver maintain a safe dis¬ 
tance from the vehicle in front. Other features include road 
sign assist, which recognises principal motorway and major 
route signs and repeats on the TFT screen in the driver’s 
instrument binnacle. 

Camera sensors monitor the white lines of motorways and 
major dual carriageways to provide a lane departure alert, 
warning the driver if the vehicle strays out of its lane without 
the turn indicators being used. The same system also pro¬ 
vides a new sway warning, detecting from irregular vehicle 
movements that the driver may be becoming drowsy. If it be¬ 
lieves the driver’s attention is becoming potentially unsafe, 
it will flash up a sway warning alert on the TFT screen with 
a coffee cup image, recommending the driver takes a break 
from the wheel. 

Toyota Safety Sense is completed by automatic high 
beam, which maximises full-beam headlight operation. The 
system detects oncoming traffic and vehicles ahead and 
automatically dips the lights, returning them to full beam 
as soon as the road ahead is clear. This function can be 
switched off if the driver prefers to operate the lights manu¬ 
ally at any time. 

Two new exterior colours are available for RAV4: Blue 
Crush and Barcelona Red. Cabin trims are unchanged.
